Mr. Jordan“ was mediately arrested 
by the sergeant and taken to the police 
barracks, charged with being one of the 
men who robbed the express car in charge 
of. Messenger J. N. White, on the Cen- 
tral railroad near Macon last Friday 
morning. 

The prisoner is Clifford Rudolph Jordan, 
and his name and description had been 
furnished the Atlanta police by the chief 
of police of Macon after a full confession 
made by the other man in the robbery, 
That other man is O'Neill Fairfax Chest- 
nut, now held in Bibb county jail. 

The arrest of Jordan by Sergeant Mar- 
tin last night came near being as unique 
and sensational as the bold and daring 
robbery of the express messenger at Ma- 
econ. The sergeant had been notified by 
Chief Ball about a man filling Jordan's 
description being wanted for the robbery. 
Captain Jennings was also on the same 
quest, and was in the very act of stepping 
from a car to take a look at Jordan when 
the sergeant was receiving dn introduc- 
tion. 

Jordan Denies His Guilt. 

Jordan stoutly denies his guilt, but cer- 
tain things he said after his arrest so 
strongly corrdborates the story that 
comes from Macon that the police here 
are satisfied he is one of the train rob- 
bers. 

Yesterday Chief Ball received the news 
of the confession of Chestnut and he at

Macon, Ga., April 2. — (Special) — John 
H. Cline. the young man from St. Louis, 
who was arrested last night on the 
charge of robbing rooms at the Brown 
house, was arraigned this morning in the 
recorder’s court. The evidence against 
him was conclusive and he was commit- 
ted to the superior court under a bond of 
$500 to answer to the charge of burglary. 
Not giving the bond, he was sent to 
jail. Cline says if he was to telegraph to 
his. relatives in St. Louis he could get 
$1,000; but he says he would rather serve 
a term on the chaingang than to let his 
family, know of his trouble. 

As stated in The Constitution this 
morning, when Cline was arrested last 
night he had in his possession a check for 
$1,000 signed by E. L. Moore and drawn 
on the Merchants’ bank of Valdosta, A 
representative of that bank was in Macon 
today and he stated that a fofger by the 
name of Cline had been operating in 
south Georgia quite extensively for the 
past year. and he does not know if the

For several weeks Clark has been absent 
from the city. Saturday morning he re- 
turned, but did not go to his home until 
late in the afternoon, being on the streets 
most of the day with a woman who reg- 
}istered at one of the hotels as Mrs. 
Stokes, of New York. Clark told his wife 
that he was now traveling and would be 
in Dublin évery Saturday. After staying 
at his home a few minutes he told his 
wife that he would go down to one of 
the stores and send her some provisions, 
which were badly needed. Instead of do- 
ing this he boarded the Wrightsville and 
Tennille train for Macon, accompanied 
by Mrs. Stokes. As soon as his wife 
learned of this she swore out a warrant 
against Clark charging him with deser- 
tion. The Tennille authorities were ap- 
prised of the warrant and succeeded in 
arresting Clark and the woman just as 
they were boarding the train at Tennille 
for Sandersville. 

Clark and the woman were placed under 
guard at one of the hotels at Tennille. 
Just before the night passenger trains 
passed tnat town the woman, by the aid 
of the clothing from the bed of the room 
in which she was locked, let herself to 
the ground from the second story and 
escaped. 

Clark came to Dublin from New York 
about two years ago and has been in 
the fruit and vegetable commission bus- 
iness, There aré any number of claims 
against him in the hands of Dublin law- 
yers for goods sent to him on consign- 
ment from Augusta, Savannah, Atlanta 
and Florida produce merchants. Clark’s 
method wag to use very fine stationery 
and to order but a small amount of pro- 
duce from any one firm. Clark’s wife 
yesterday furnished Chief of Police Pea- 
cock with a list of the firms and they 
were notified that he is now in jail, Clark

B. Mills Company stole several hundred 
dollars which his father paid, and pros- 
ecution was not made. Later he stole a 
handsome watch from a woman of Jack- 
sonville, and was imprisoned. He came 
to Macon and secured a position as bag- 
gage master on the Southwestern road 
between Macon. and Columbus, as al- 
ready stated, from which he was dis- 
charged about a month ago, and since 
that time he has been loafing in acon. 
He .wgs a frequenter of disreputable 
places with Chestnut, and three weeks 
ago stole a watch from Baggage Master 
Oliver, of the Southwestern. The watch 
was recovered and Jordan was not pros- 
ecuted. He is something of a dude, and 
always dressed well. He is over six feet 
tall, clean shaven and has very attrac- 
tive blue eyes. Jordan and Chestnut 
contemplated robbing an express car 
some time ago near Waycross, but 
Chestnut at the last moment refused to 
take part, and the project was abandon- 
ed. Chestnut says Messenger White be- 
trayed no special fear when he was 
seized. but it was useless for him to re- 
sist. White asked the man not to kill 
him, and Chestnut assured him ue 
would not be hurt, and advised him to be 
quiet and still, and all would be well.

WITHORAWAL OF SOLDIERS 


um Take Place When China Agrees 


to Demands Made by Powers. 
Ministers Agree That the 
Forts Must Be 
Razed. . 


Pekin, April 29.—The Germans were 
virtually caught in a trap near the Ku 
Kwan pass. A detachment of eighty had 
forty-five casualties, while the Chinese 
losses are said to have been normal. The 
German expedition is returning, leaving 
the country greatly disaffected owing to 
the hardships inflicted upon the popula- 
tion. Altogether the expedition appears 
to have produced a very bad effect. The 
current Chinese gossip is that the Ger- 
mans were driven back with heavy loss- 
es, and this is implicitly believed by the 
bulk of the. people. 

The generals of the powers held a con- 
ference this morning to consider the 
withdrawal of the troops, and decided to 
address a note to the ministers inform- 
ing them that when the ministers are 
able to announce the lump sum demand- 
ed as indemnity, and the Chinese have 
agreed to the principal of payment, ar- 
rangements will be possible for with- 
drawal. 

The other matters discussed were the 
handine over of the administration of 
Pekin to native officials, and the plan 
for the command of the legation guards 
—as to whether this command should be 
centered in one office or each detach- 
ment should be independent. 

Regardine the government of Pekin it 
was decided to allow the Chinese. grad- 
ually to assume more control until the 
civil government was entirely in their 
hands, the military only exercising pas- 
sive supervision. 

Some time was spent in considering the 
rely of the ministers to views recently 
enunciated by the generals regarding 
other questions of a purely military 
character. The ministers agree with the 
generals as to the razing of the forts 
and also as to the points to be occupied 
between Pekin and the sea, but they de- 
sire the generals to pacify the numbers 
of the different nationalities at Tien 
Tsin and Shar Hai Kwan. So far as 
concerns the garrison of 4,000 men which 
is to remain provisionally at Tien Tsin 
during the period of actual occupation, 
it Will be necessary that each nation’s 
strength shall be determined. 

The ministers believe that the provis- 
ional government at Tien Tsin/ should 
be abolished as soon as the situation 
permits. They agree that the forces in 
China should be under one commander 
in chief, but they contend that the gen- 
erals should upnderstand that the lega- 
tion guards are entirely outside such 
forces and under their respective min- 
isters. 

The ministers suggested that it would 
be necessary for the generals to con- 
sider the advisability of intrusting the 
police and ‘administration of Pekin to 
Chinese officials about one month before 
the evacuation but in considering this 
question they urged that the fact must 
be recalled that there had never been 
military administration or a permanent 
military organization in Pekin unless 
troops with banners could be considered 
such. . 

Concerning the military evacuation the 
ministers informed the generals that a 
proposition so conceived had been sub- 
mitted unanimously by the representa- 
tives of the powers to their govern- 
ments, that a partial reduction of troops 
was always possible, but that evacuation 
proper could not commence before the 
Chinese government had fulfilled articles 
II and X, of the joint note, and not be- 
fore China had accepted the general 
conditions for the payment of indemni- 
ties.

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CONVENTION 18. IN SESSION 


More Than Two Hundred Delegates 
Attend the Meeting at New 
Orleans. 


—— 


New Orleans, April P.—The National 
Good Roads Association today inaugurat- 
ed in this city its series of conventions 
for the purpose of state organization. 
Little of actual results was accomplished | 
at this first day’s session, but the large 
attendance and the interest displayed by 
the delegates leads the promoters of the 
movement for improved primary trans- 
portation to believe that a strong and 
vigorous state organization will result to- 
morrow. 

More than 200 delegates from parishes 
and counties throughout Louisiana and 
Mississippi, and many from Alabama, 
gathered in Odd Fellows hall at the open- 
ing of the convention. After an address 
of welcome by Mayor Capdevielle, Gov- 
ernor W. W. Heard, of Louisiana, ad- 
dressed the convention. He said in part:

Good Roads Association, addressed the 
convention at length. He said that this 
question of communication must be lifted 
above politics; that the question of roads, 
parks, sewers and drainage canals is to 
be the political platform of the future. 
He made an appeal for the help of the 
women in matters of public interest. He 
spoke of the wheat shipments from Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas now going via 
the Canadian canals. ‘‘Where do you 
stand on the Nicaraguan canal question?“ 
said We are going to have that 
canal in a few years—we must have it.“ 
He then described in detail plans for per- 
manent state organization. 

He was followed by Hon. Martin Dodge, 
director of public road inquiries, United 
States department of agriculture, who 
descri the marvelous progress made 
in ather lines of transportation in con- 
trast with the progress made in primary 
transportation. He said that we have al- 
ready proved that we could attain to a 
very cheap rate of transportation by the 
application of modern methods in other 
directions and that there is no reason 
why, with the application of the same 
principles, we may not reach the same re- 
sults in primary transportation over the 
high roads of the country. He suggested 
the apportionment of the cost of such 
roads among the state, parish or county 
and property owners, directly benefited, 
and a demand upon the United States 
government for aid in this direction. 

A; short address by Hon. Andrew Pat- 
tullo, M. P., of Ontario, Canada, termi- 
nated the morning session, and a large 
majority of the delegates went at once 
to view the object lesson“ road in the 
outskirts of the city. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the appointment of committees and a 
general session of state organization. 

An exhibition of street sweeping was 
given at 8 o’clock this evening.

APPLAUDED BY. THOUSANDS 


Although Alard Scheck Was the Fa- 
vorite, the Victory of His Em- 
inence Was Very Popular. . 
Books Couldn’t Han- 
dle Money. 


Louisville, Ky., April 29.—The twenty- 
seventh Kentucky Derby has passed into 
history and not one of the 25,000 people 
that saw it can say aught, except that it 
was a race from the time the flag went 
down until the good son of Falsetto pass- 
ed under the wire a winner in the good 
time of 2:07%. 

It has been said for weeks that without 
the invincible Garry Herrmann the Derby 
would be an open race, and so it was, but 
had the recent acquisition of Captain Sam 
Brown been among the colts that were 
sent away. it is doubtful if he would 
have added to his laurels, for His Emf- 
nence was fit’ today to battle against any 
colt in the west. He won, and he de- 
served to. win, for with long, even 
strides he negotiated the distance of a 
mile and a quarter like clockwork and 
never once did Winkfield have occasion 
to resort to either whip or spur. 

Had the day been made to order it could 
have not been more propitious. In the 
betting ring there was a jostling, surging 
crowd and the eighteen books did a rush- 
ing business, not only on the Derby. but 
on all others. Alard Scheck. by reason 
of his work-out on Friday morning, was 
a prime favorite. and when the odds of 
7 to 14 were first chalked up, money came 
in at. such a lively rate that the books 
could not handle it. But after each had 
gotten his share the odds were cut to 3 
to 5 and thus remained until the colts 
went to the post. But it is doubtful if 
after all the books quit winner on the 
race, for loads of money went in on His 
Emifence at 2% to 1 and when some 
more verturesome bookmakers chalked 
up 3 against the colt, money came in 80 
lively that it was impossible to handle it. 

It was nearly 5 o’clock when the bugle 
sounded for the Derby. They got away 
on the second break on comparatively 
even terms with His Eminence and Dris- 
coll having perhaps a neck’s advantage 
ever the other three. Down the stretch 
they came toward the grand stand, and a 
length did not separate the five colts, 
with His Eminence in front. Driscoll sec- 
ond, Alard Scheck third, Sannazarro 
fourth and Amur last. Past the stand 
and around the lower turn they went 
with His Eminence still setting the pace. 
As they reached the three-quarters pre- 
paratory to making the final run down 
the stretch Jockey Woods loosened his 
rein and called oh the Schorr entry to 
overtake His Eminence, but the Memphis 
horse was not equal to it, for little by 
little he fell back and as they turned into 
the stretch Sarnazarro had moved up in- 
to second place, followed by Driscoll, and 
Alard Scheck, the favorite, was left to 
fight it out with Amur. 

“His Eminence wins!“ was the joyous 
shout that went up from thousands when 
the Falsetto colt reached the  seven- 
eighths pole, running with long. even 
strides, Sannazarro made one final ef- 
fort. but it was of no avail, for His Emi- 
nence was under the wire a yinner by a 
full Jength of daylight, with s‘annazarro 
half a length in front of Driscoll, Amur 
fourth and a length away, with Alard 
Scheck, the favorite, last by three 
lengths. There was cheering such as has 
seldom been heard at Churchill Downs 
before, and as the good gon of Falsetto 
was ridden into the circle a handsome 
blanket of carnations and smilax was 
thrown over the victor and 25,000 people 
applauded his great victory.

Barring. Coin -Shipments, However, 
Our Trade with Cuba Shows. 
: an Increase. 


Washington, April 2.—In a recent state- 
ment given to the press by the division of 
insular affairs of the war department a 
considerable loss was indicated in the 
trade of Cuba with the United States 
for the eight months of 1900 as compared 
with the same period of 1899. It is now 
explained by the division of insular af- 
fairs that in the statement above referred 
to the value of gold and silver coin and 
bu Lon was included in the total value 
of commerce between Cuba and the 
United States. Eliminating the coin ship- 
ments. it is ascertained that instead of 
there being a decrease in the value of im 
ports into Cuba from the United States 
there is an increase cf $1,222,205 for the 
first eight months of 1900 over the same 
period of 1899. 

It is pointed out that American manu- 
facturers cannot expect to dominate the 
Cuban ‘trade unless they cater to Cuban 
tastes. This is true of cotton goods. It 
costs no more to bring a cargo from Bar- 
-celona than from New York, and the Cu- 
bans, Mke the Mexicans, have come to 
prefer the goods of European make and 
the European manufacturers, through 
long application, have come to know what 


these people bere fad make the goods 
expressly for that market. 

The cotton statistics of the United 
States present one peculiar fact, namely, 
the large importation into Cuba during 
the first eight months of 1899, and the sub- 
sequent falling off during the same period 
of 1900 There was imported from the United 
States in 1899, cotton goods to the value 
of $990,310, and in 1900 to the value of 
$279,365. The division of insular affairs 
explains this on the theory that import- 
ers expected to secure under valuation 
if they bought in the United States, but 
have discovered that under our regime 
all goods are valued on merit. 

An analysis of the’statistics of the cot- 
ton trade of the United States and the 
United Kingdom with Spanish-American 
countries and Cuba discloses the following 
facts: 

First. That the United Stätes is selling 
more than its proportionate share of cot- 
tons to Cuba. Second. that the United 
States is a very modest competitor of the 
United Kingdom in cottons, and, last, that 
the United Kingdom made extraordinary 
importations of cotton goods into Cuba 
during the first eight months of 1900. Cu- 
ba imported in round numbers $3,500,000 
worth of cotton goods in the 1899 period 
and $3,800,000: in the 1900 period, un in- 
crease of $300,000, The United Kingdom 
secured this increase with $800,000 more, 
ot which $700,000 was taken from the 
United States and the rest from Spain. 
The latter fell back $220,000 worth. Ger- 
many and France each gained some. The 
comparative proportions are said to be 
indicative of our relations to the trade 
of the world in cotton fabrics, 

The United States sells a great deal of 
raw cotton, but comparatively very little 
of the manufactyred. During the afore- 
said eight months of 1900 the United States 
sold 3147, 818,684 worth of raw cotton and 
only $15,263,167 worth of manufactured. 
Of the latter amount, Cuba secured near- 
ly 2 per cent, or three or four times as 
much as Mexico, Brazil or the other South 
American countries.

WILL DISCUSS A MILK DEPOT 


Dairymen Are Invited To Meet with 
Health Board Committee This 
Morning. 

All dairymen who supply customers in 
Atlanta with milk are expected to meet 
with a committee from the board of 
health this morning at 10 o’clock for the 
purpose of discussing the plan for the es- 
tablishment of a city milk depot.

That 
time will expire next Friday. If the 
rower company fails to accept the grant 
ty that day, then the franchise becomes 
void. 

According to Mr. Hurt, the franchise 
in its present shape contains many ob- 
jectionable conditions. With the excep- 
tion of two of these conditions, the com- 
pany might accept the grant as it stands. 
One of these conditions, says Mr. Hurt, 
is that which requires that the company 
surrender the right fo do business under 
the general state law. 

The other very objectionable condition. 
from the company’s standpoint, is that 
which stipulates that the company may 
be subject to a tax of not less than 2 per 
cent nor more than ö per cent on its gross 
income. Mr. Hurt says that a tax of 2 
per cent on the company’s gross income 
would amount to about 10 per cent on its 
net revenue, which he considers heavy. 
and thinks cught to be sufticient. 

The time limit given to the company to 
eccept or reject the franchise expires be- 
fore the next meeting of council. The 
regular session of cduncil will be held 
next Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Hurt Talks of Grant. 

New York, April W:—(Special.)—Mr. Joel 
Hurt, of Atlfinta, was seen at the 
Waldorf-Astoria today, and in reply to a 
question as to the acceptance by the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company of 
the lighting and power permit recently 
granted by the city council, said: 

There is doubt that our company will 
accept the franchise in its present form. 
The time for acceptance will expire next 
Thursdoy or Friday, and, as there will 
not be another meeting of the city council 
in the meantime, the opportunity may be 
lost. 

In proposing to establish a lighting 
business we expected the city would 
grant a reasonable permit such as has 
been granted the present lighting com- 
pany. Instead, our permit is loaded down 
with objectionable conditions. We might 
submit to all of theee conditions except 
two. One of these is a requirement that 
the company surrender the right to do 
tusiness under general state law. The 
other is that it shall be taxed under cer- 
tain conditions not less than 2 per cent 
nor exceeding 5 per cent on its gross 
revenue. 

“A tax of 2 per cent on the company’s 
gross revenue would probably amount to 
16 per cent on its net revenue, which is 
heavy, and ought to be sufficient. A tax 
of 5 per cent, which the city would have 
a right to impose, would vary from 15 to 
25 per cent cn the net revenue. This 
would be very excessive. In addition to 
this tax on income, the company is re- 
quired to pay tax on all its property. 

‘It the city ts determined to reyuire a 
tax on the company’s income, the per 
cent should be named definitely now, and 
should not be made prohibitory. Lights 
and power are necessities for life and the 
industrial growth of our city. One of the 
one is te make the price reasonable,

Already all known building records for 
the month of April have been smashed. 

The present month is more than 100 per 
cent ahead of the same month of last 
year in the way of gereral building per- 
mits, When the city building inspector's 
office closed yesterday 246 building per- 
mites had been issued. This covered a 
period of just twenty-four days. 

For the entire month of April last year 
only 198 permits were issued. And those 
building permits represented an aggre- 
gate sum of $90,617 expended on ew build- 
ings and the repairing of old ones. That 
amount at the time was considered a 
large one, but it remains for the April of 
1901 to greatly discount those. figures. 

The permits which. have been issued 
from the first of the month up to yester- 
day represented an expenditure of $279,600.

The balance represents what has 
been or will be expended on new dwell- 
ings in Atlanta this month.

The afternoon was 99038006 on account 
of the fact that Hon. Washington Des- 
seu, one of the leading counsel for Treas- 
urer Park. is engaged in the trial of the 
Cam Creek cases in the United siates 
court, and all his time is occupied there 
during the morning. Jt will hardly be 
rogsible to finish the arguments in one 
afiernoon, and they will be continued on 
Friday afternoon. 

It is not known vet what answer Treas- 
turer Park will make to the petition filed 
by Attoraey General Terrell, Treasurer 
Park's attorneys will say nothing until 
they bave filed their answer, their de- 
rurrer, either or both as the case may 
be. In the event they simply file an 
answer, the attorney general will have 
the opening and concluding arguments: 
but should they file a demurrer to the 
petition, 
treasurer the opening and conclusion. In 
the first instance the attorney general 
wovld have the privilege of making two 
arguments, but in the latter case he 
would make only one. Counscl for the 
treasurer will make two arguments, and 
these will, in all probability, be made by 
Hon. Washington Dessau and Hon. 
DuPont Guerry. 

Whatever papers the defense intends to 
file in reply to the petition will not be 
filed until tomorrow at earliest, as the 
attcrneys will have another consultation, 
end this cannot be held until Mr. Guerry 
errives tomorrow.

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REGRETS DISCORDANT NOTE 


Gatistied. They Will Aid in Eduea- 
tion of Both Races. 


SAYS THEY CAME AS OUR FRIENDS 


In His Opinion, Much Good Will Re- 
t from the Visit of the 


Philanthropists. 


The question as to what the Robert C. 
Ogden party, composed of exstern capi- 
talists and philanthropists, intend to do 
as the result of their recent visit to the 
south, has never been definitely an- 
swered. This, it is stated, is because the 
party desired first to make an inspection 
of the situation, and then consult among 
themselves before they determine upon 
just what, course they will pursue. 

State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn 
spent three days with the party, and it 
is his conclusion that its members in- 
tend to do as much. if not more, for the 
southern white boy than for the southern 
negro. He is satisfied, he says, that the 
members of the party were all in sympa- 
thy with the white people of the south. 
In sveaking of the party and its objects 
yesterday, Commissioner Glenn said; 

Purpose Not Understood. 

“The newspapers have had a great deal 
to say concerning the recent visit of the 
Ogden party. Much has been printed 
with reference to the motives of this dis- 
tinguished company in coming south. I 


coming has not be@n understood by a 
great many people who may have read 
accounts of their visit in the newspapers. 
In order to understand folks one must 
see them personally and talk to them and 
hear them talk. I wish it might have 
been possible fer all of our people to have 
met personally the gentlemen and ladies 
who composed the Ogden party. 

“In recent years it has been my habit 
to study folks—all sorts of folks. If I can 
have an opportunity to come in personal 
and social contact with people I think I 
can understand what manner of men 
and women they are. I spent three days 
of close companionship with the people 
composing the Ogden party, and I say de- 
liberately that the south has not had in 
recent years a visit that promises 80 
much gocd to the masses of our people. 
So far as I know no such body of men and 
women, with a distinct and definite pur- 
pose to study conditions as they are 
found in all classes of our people, ever 
came to our section before. I go further 
and say that I have never seen a body 
of men and women in more thorough 
Sympathy with the southern white people 
than was this body of men and women 
composing the Ogden party. 

“If I understand the spirit of the Og- 
den party, they are as much interested in 
the southern white boy as they are in 
the southern black boy. Indeed, I am 
not so sure that they are not more con- 
cerned in helping to elevate the poor 
white boy. because they believe that by 
helping him they are surer of helping 
the southern black boy. I am not one of 
those who think that the rich and power- 
ful in one section of our country should 
not help the weak and the struggling in 
another seétion. 

“The only patriotism and philanthropy 
I believe in are patriotism and philan- 
thropy that wilt respond to the call for 
help wherever it is needed in any part of 
our country. The rich of the north are 
not only able to help us, but they ought 
to help us to educate the ignorant 
classes of our people. 

“I am sorry that the newspapers made 
it appear that the Ogden party came to 
dictate to us or to find fault with us. 
They did neither. They came with no 
such motive. 

We have had visits from the Pharisees 
and from the Levites who have sim- 
ply passed by on the other side. When 
the good Samaritan really comes along 
and offers genuine help to us, without 
abusing us or finding fault with us, we 
surely ought to accept his glad hand. 

“I say this much because I feel that the 
Spirit and the purpose of the Ogden par- 
ty has not been understocd. What their 
ultimate purposes may be, I do not know. 
What beneficent. plans may be formed 
and executed by these gentlemen is a 
matter that is not to be determined, but 
I do know that these people came as our 
friends and brothers, and whatever they 
may propose will be for the benefit of all 
of our people.’’

TWO MORE SUITS ARE FILED 


Against Potts-Thompson and Em- 
pire Liquor Companies. 


BACH IS FOR $5,000 DAMAGES 


Both Based on Sales of Alleged Spu- 
rious Benedictine as in the 
First Case. 


Two more damage suits were filed in 
the United States court yesterday as the 
result of the seizures of liquors bearing 
imitation foreign labels, made by W. F. 
Strauss, representing the bureau of pro- 
tection of the Wine and Spirits Traders’ 
Society of New York. 

_Both of these suits, as was the case in 
that brought against Bluthetnhal 
Bickar* were filed on account of sales of 
alleged spurious benedictine. The plain- 
tiff in both cases was the Societe Anon- 
yme de la Distillerie de la Liqueur Bene- 
dictine de Abbaye Fecamp, the French 
corroration which makes the cordial in 
question. 

One of these suits was brought against 
the Potts- Thompson Liquor Company, 
and the other against the Empire Liquor 
Company. In both of them nractically the 
same allegations were made as in the 
firs suit filed. It was charged that a 
cheaper article was being sold in a bottle 
and under labels closely imitating those 
in which the genuine stuff is put up. 
The amount sued for in each of these 
cases is onlv one-half that asked in the 
case against Bluthenthal & Bickart, or 
$5,000. 

These suits were filed by Messrs. John 
L. Hopkins & Sons, who, it is under- 
stood, are preparing man others of a 
like nature, but based on alleged imita- 
tions of other classes of liquors.
